At  last,  the  days  we  have  been  waiting  for  have  finally  arrived.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  we  stepped  into 
this  school  five  years  ago  and  now  it  is  time  to  step  out.  This  day  has  come  so  fast  yet  so  slow.  Looking  back,  I 
must  conclude  that  we  have  had  a  lot  of  good  times  that  we  will  remember  forever.
